The phase shifter is made of two chains of all-pass filters. They have a = 
flat 

frequency response but the phase shift varies with frequency. 

Each stage of the phase shifter introduces a phase shift which is: 


2 * arctan (2 * Pi * £ * R * C) 


The phase shift in a single stage goes from 0 - 180 degrees when freq. 


goes from DC to a very high frequency. It is 90 degrees at 
£ =3D 1/(2 * Pi * R*C). 


R and C are the components connected to the non-inverting (+) input of 
the op-amp. The circuit works equally well if R and C are swapped 
(provided that the DC bias is arranged ok) with the only difference that 
the phase shift will change sign. 


The idea behind the R2 phase shifter is that the phase DIFFERENCE 
between the two filter chains is very close to 90 degrees over the 
frequency band of interest (voice band).

Caity, hi. You may have seen a message or two about my daughter, Ashley, 
who recently became KC2EEQ. She passed the novice code test at age 5, 
and the written test at 6. There was about five and a half months 
between the two. 


I'd like to add to the advice listed below. One, CW definitely comes 
easy to kids, especially if you make them feel good about it and entice 
them. When my daughter was learning the code, we probably did about 3 
new letters a week. When she had learned them by say, Thursday of the 
week, I would say to her, "Well, that's our letters for this week. Next 
week we'll start with the letter G, which is dah-dah-dit. But don't 
remember that G is dah-dah-dit now, because that's one of our letters for 
next week. So forget I ever said that G is dah-dah-dit, okay? Well, 
what do you think were the first things out of her mouth? For the next 
five minutes, all I heard was dah-dah-dit! Of course, she never knew 
what I was doing. 


There are other fun tricks, too, which at some point in time I may write 
up. 


On the other point on teaching CW first, which is what I did, I say this: 
don't do it! 

If your child is going to learn and become a novice, teach the theory 
first. Why? I found that during the five and a half months that’ she 


studied for the theory, we put the code aside and she got rusty. Now, 
after getting her license, and she can operate, her code is not nearly as 
good as when she took the test. If we had done it the other way around, 
she'd be blasting right now. 


She will be operating Sweepstakes and I'm considering posting a message 
an hour or two before 4:00 with a plan for what bands she'll be on for 
those of you who indicated an interest in working her.

I am making use of the same phase shift networks in 
an image rejection DC receiver using a new quadrature 
product detector. 


I didn't understand how the circuit was working either, 

so I modeled the R2 circuit on PSPICE. Basically each 
op-amp is gain flat, but has an R/C combination that 
causes an increasing phase delay with frequency. With 
three section, each set to an appropriate corner frequency, 
the delay will start falling with the lowest R/C corner 
frequency and keep falling off as frequency is increased 
to some point past the highest R/C corner. 


Something like this: 


KkKKKKKK 


KKKKKKKK 
Vertical = delay (degrees), Horizontal = frequency 


In three sections, I would expect to see a total range of about 
600 degrees of phase change over frequency. 


Now the entire goal here is to get xexactlyx 90 degrees of 
phase difference in one side ('I' channel) verses the other 
side ('Q' channel). How is that done? If one phase delay 
strip is set up to start its delay fall off later than the 
other, it will always be behind in phase. Therefore, if we 
pick exactly the right starting point for the phase delay roll 
off, the one will be 90 degrees behind the first. 


The fact that both of them are going to roll off a total of 
600 degree is not relevant. Only the difference in the delay 
is important. 


The hard part is picking just the right R/C values (which the 
R2 has already done) and using precision components in order 
to make sure the two delay curves exactly follow the desired 
phase delay trajectory. The precision of the delay difference 
will set the amount of image rejection you end up with. 


I hand tweaked mine to get about 48 db.

Yes, contesting is a measure of your operating skills. And those skills 
include the ability to effectively use the tools available to you. 


I regularily contest using a program that does all the following: 

- Checks the callsign to see if it is a dupe. 

- Checks a partial callsign against calls I have already worked. 

- Checks a partial callsign against a database of callsigns worked in other 
contests. 

- Logs the QSO information, checks multipliers, and keeps score. 

- Reads the frequency from the radio. 

- Keys the radio in CW. (Could 'speak' WAV files on phone, if I wanted.) 

- Tune the radio frequency or RIT or change bands from the keyboard, or if 
I change freq. or band at the radio, the log reflects it accordingly. 

- Shows me which mults I have worked and which ones I need. 

- Shows me where on the band each station I have heard was. 

- Can use DX Cluster packet spots if I want to operate in a class that 
allows it. 

- Can communicate and share information with another computer at another 
station in multi-transmitter operation. 

- Control automatic antenna switching, bandpass filter switching, beam 
headings, etc. (if I had the appropriate equipment. ) 

and on and on... 


Copying (both CW and phone) is still done by the operator. Most contesters 
still want that left to the operator. ;-) 


You don't need to go to this level if this isn't what you think contesting 
is for you. You can certainly focus on whatever skills and tools you wish to 
use and master. Many great contesters have done superb jobs using pencil and 
paper to log. 


The thing about contesting is the real competition is against yourself or 
against stations comparable to you. We will never beat the 'Big Guns.' But 
we can beat our score from last year, or our buddy across town. 


Although I have this high-powered logging program and some of the equipment 
to go with it, it doesn't mean that is the essence of contesting. I'd get 
just as much of a blast out of sitting in a tent with a QRP rig, logging in 
a notebook (paper type) and probably making a tenth of the total QSOs. 


It's really not the tools (or toys) you have, but how well you use them that 
counts. Contesting is just a way to measure that.

Now the entire goal here is to get xexactlyx 90 degrees of 
phase difference in one side ('I' channel) verses the other 
side ('Q' channel). 

Therefore, if we 

pick exactly the right starting point for the phase delay roll 
off, the one will be 90 degrees behind the first.

Here at the observatory, we convert our final IF (500-1000MHz) to 
Q-16MHz baseband using all-pass filter quadrature rejection technique 
that is being discussed here. The incoming IF is applied to two 
mixers, where the LO is at 0 deg. to one, and 90 degrees (quadrature) 
from the other. (We use MiniCircuits LMX-113 mixers, BTW). 


The output from the O-degree mixer goes to a 4 op amp all-pass filter, 
with the poles set at: 

4.69 KHz -- 66.3 KHz -- 631.5 KHz -- 6.168 MHz "IT" channel 

1st opamp 2nd opamp 3rd opamp Ath opamp 


And on the 90-degree channel: 
20.8 KHz -- 204 KHz -- 1.943 MHz -- 29.771 MHz "Q" channel 
1st opamp 2nd opamp 3xd opamp 4th opamp 


The idea, as Dan pointed out, is that at any given frequency, the 
total phase shift will always be 90 degrees, at that frequency, 
between the two channels, even though the overall phase shift can 
be several rotations. 


The outputs of the I and Q channels are SUMMED in another op amp to 
form LSB, and applied to another op amp DIFFERENTIALLY to form USB. 
Once properly tuned, opposite side band rejection is in the 35-40dB 
range, or much better by taking the care to carefully tune each stage. 
All op amps are AD5539 (or NE5539's). 


There are computer programs available that determines what the 
"pole" frequencies for each stage should be for a desired bandwidth, 
and from that, the R-C values on each stage can be determined from 
the equation offered in Pierre Constantineau's post. 


For a CW rig, the total bandwidth desired would probably be Q-1 KHz, 
followed by a couple of active filter stages centered at 750 Hz. I 

can run this situation through our modeler and see what pole frequencies 
it comes up with for those interested. 


The hard part is picking just the right R/C values (which the 
R2 has already done) and using precision components in order 
to make sure the two delay curves exactly follow the desired 
phase delay trajectory. The precision of the delay difference 
will set the amount of image rejection you end up with.

And the opposite sideband rejection, which of course is important for 
that "single signal" detector thing! 


> I hand tweaked mine to get about 48 db. 


That's pretty darn good. 
Been there, done that. Kills an evening or two, huh Dan? 


There's been some excellent info lately on qrp-l inside some of these 
detector discussions, getting down to some real electronics. 


Of course one of the things that is interesting, when considering the 
detector that combines the 0 and 90 degree phase elements to establish 
the proper sideband, is this is what the TAYLOE mixer does in quite a 
simplified manner. Instead of using 8 op amps in an all-pass filter, 

he develops his 0 and 90 degree difference by charging capacitors with 

a 4 phase clock (operated at 4x the desired LO frequency), with each 

phase thus being 90 degrees behind the other. Kinda clever, and 

simple, but performs the same transfer characteristics of an I-Q detector.

The requests for the logging/Msg keyer program has been gratifying. I only 
hope that someone actually tries to use it and hopefully update it and make 
it available to others. No use reinventing the wheel from scratch again! 


Source code and documentation has been sent to the following: 
w5yr,wa4imi, kL7ixi/7,n5hf,wd4et,kk5na,keOmc ,wd4msm, kc4gia,ae4ec,k9am,w6toy ,w 
Oksd,wa7ssa,ad6n,and kd6kwm. 


I believe the program will work with the Model 100 or 102. (I don't remember 
if there is a 101). Hopefully one of the receivers will confirm this fact. 
Most of us have had this Model 10X in the back of our closets for YEARS! I 
kept thinking there had to be a use. So here's my solution. You can now roll 
your own! Recycling at its best! 


Several folks in the July 98 timeframe responded but the only one 
referenced logging program was on 

the Tandy Model 100 CLUB web archives. It did not have the features I 
needed so I developed a 

logging and Message keyer program for the Tandy Model 102 (That's the 
little 

original LAPTOP 8 bit CPU - 4 AA cells,built-in keyboard and LCD display) 
and shared it with the group. I don't know if anyone else tried it. I used

in in the ARS contest in JUly 98. It worked great. To keep things simple 
and conserve space in the computer I simply collect the logging data and 
dump it to my regular PC for report generation via a NULL modem cable and 
a garden variety PC comm. package to catch the ASCII log file. You can 
change the logging format to get an ASCII formating you want. 


You can setup five (5) message strings that can be auto keyed to drive an 
internal relay that has contacts to key an external keying point. You can 
turn or or off the speaker audio that monitors the outputing of these 
strings.

Hi Gang, 


While driving home from work the other evening, straining 
to copy faint CW through VE-land SSB QRM in the CW segment 
of 40m, I had an idea. Is it possible to build a canceller 
for SSB by using the OTHER side-band? 


Often, I'll be trying to copy CW through the QRM of a 

muddy sounding opposite (wrong) side-band of a SSB sig 
within my passband. ...a "feature" of the OHR-100's 
barn-door-wide 1KHz BW filter. I thought maybe I could 
build something that would tune the other sideband (the one 
outside my bandpass), and use that signal to build a 


canceller to null the offending side-band while totally 
preserving the CW signal I'm trying to copy. I figured it 
would work, as long as the offending side-band is opposite 
that of of the CW sideband I'm trying to copy. Which is 
usually the case on 40m. Their complements should differ 

by about 1.4KHz (or is it 2.8KHz?) assuming a 70QHz offset. 
Whadda'ya think, folks? Will it work? Alternately, could I 
use the demodulated sideband "intelligence" to cancel at the 
audio stage? I am yet to dust off my early 1980's comm elec 
books to see what happens in regards to phase in SSB, but the 
concept seemed sound to my sleep-deprived mind after 680 miles 
of Boston area driving and 20 hrs of meetings on just 3 hrs 
sleep in 2 days (hence my sappy post the other day). So 

go easy on me if I'm out in left field, here.

I had the same problem with my HR-2510. 


A while back ago, there was an article in 73 magazine which suggested 
replacing 

a blown Uniden mic element with a regular Radio Shack type electret element, 
and jumping 8v dc from the rig' s 8v regulator to the hot lead of the electret 
for power. Also involved a small pc type pot for level adjust and a couple of 
small electrolytic caps for filtering and audio preemphasis, all installed 
inside the rig in line with the mic hot audio wire. 


I did this mod on my 2510, and the transmitted audio improved greatly, as well 
as the average power on ssb. The original dynamic mic element always sounded 
flat and never drove the rig to full power.

I read about antenna feedlines today during lunch, specifically about 
quarter wave matching transformers. In particular I was interest in the 
need for a 75 ohm coax, one quarter wavelength long between a 1 wave 
loop for 7.040 Mhz and a 50 ohm coax feedline. I wanted to know WHY the 
75 ohm transformer was expected to work. From what I have found a 
circular loop configuration (not a square) has a feedpoint impedance of 
about 135 ohms. The 75 ohm coax is RG 59 U with a velocity factor of 
.66 making the length required almost exactly 23 feet. OK, I will try 
it. But what I read stated the mismatch (SWR) will be "trapped inside 
the quarter wavelength stub" or words to that effect. I can understand 
the SWR at the transmitter will appear LOW and I understand the 
calculation that is used to select 75 ohm matching coax line. But how 
much efficiency is LOST by the use of the quarter wave transformer 
section? 


I cannot recall what my "window" wire impedance is right now, so let me 
state that it is 450 ohms for the sake of next part of this discussion. 


What would yield the HIGHEST efficiency in transferring my 5 watts to an 
antenna? I use 450 ohm "window" line on my 80 meter horizontal loop and 
it works well (I guess). I have heard people say "Use open wire and a 
transmatch to feed the loop." At the transmatch I can tune to reduce 
SWR (as the transmitter sees it). But at the ANTENNA TI have a 450 ohm 
feedline connecting to about a 120 ohm impedance feedpoint (square loop 
configuration). How efficient can that be? That is a huge mismatch! 


It is as if I am hearing "Match the feedline to the antenna using a 
quarter wave transformer made of 75 ohm coax." and at the same time I am 
hearing "Just hook up ladder line and a tuner." How can both 
suggestions be right (just as efficient)? 


Also, if the open wire is efficient with such a mismatch at the antenna, 
WHY is it considered efficient? 


If I use ladder line spaced so that I have a 450 ohm impedence at the 
transmatch (it expects to see 450 ohms on my transmatch) and I taper the 
line so that I have spacing set correctly for 135 ohms where it meets a 
circular shaped loop (I make a gradual transition), will I have NO SWR 
and will that provide the absolute BEST match? And how MUCH of an 
improvement will I be able to measure? 


I cannot tell you how many hours I have spent looking at my rig and 
antenna wondering how efficient the ENTIRE SYTEM was.

The sun has produced several coronal mass ejections (CME) the past 3 
days, for which the arriving shock waves will disturb our geomagnetic 
field. The shock wave from the first CME on wednesday arrived today 
(friday) causing periods of MINOR storming. ACTIVE conditions are 
expected throughout saturday, with the shock wave of thursdays large 
x-ray flare and CME expected to arrive late saturday/early sunday, 
which will cause a MINOR geomagnetic storm that could persist for most 
of sunday. 


For the SS ... this will effect 40M and 80M mostly, and some effects 

on 20M. The high flux (140's) favors a high MUF for 10-15M. Obviously 
work the highest band you can, and if you want to work 40M, get as much 
time on it as you can before late saturday when the geomagnetic storm 

is expected to hit. 


AT QRP POWER LEVELS, your signal gets gobbled up by the increased noise 
level around A-index = 15 on 40M and A-index = 20 on 20M. Our based on 
the 3-hour averages, above a K-index of about 4 to 5. So for QRP, it 
is especially important to work the lower bands early (that is, before 
the storm hits late saturday) and shift to the higher bands afterwards 
for a reasonable chance of your signals being above the noise. 


>From this information and estimated arrivals of things, should help 
you plan your strategy.

The potential for some large M-class, or even an X-class flare 
exists over the next few days. But even if one happens in the next 
few minutes, it would not effect the Earth until after the weekend, 
except for the duration of the flare itself (tens of minutes).

> THE GEOMAGNETIC FIELD HAS BEEN QUIET TO MINOR STORM. 


Some minor storming today was the result of the solar wind shock wave 
arriving from the Nov. 2nd CME ... the smaller partial-halo event. 


> NASA GODDARD REPORTED A FULL HALO CME WHICH OCCURRED AT 05/1945UT. 
> THIS IS THE FOURTH REPORTED CME IN THREE DAYS. 


Satellite imaging has confirmed that yesterdays x-ray flare was indeed 
also a CME ... meaning it likely has hurled a bunch of particles towards 
the Earth to keep the geomagnetic field in active to storm levels. The 
effects of this CME will not reach the earth until monday. 


> IIB. GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY FORECAST: THE GEOMAGNETIC FIELD IS 
> EXPECTED TO BE QUIET TO ACTIVE DURING THE NEXT DAY OF THIS PERIOD. 


That means saturday. 


> THE REMAINING DAYS ARE EXPECTED TO BE UNSETTLED TO MAJOR STORM DUE 
> TO A REPORTED FULL-HALO CME ON 04/0418UT AND 05/0241. 


This is the area of concern for SS participants. The shock wave from 
wednesdays full-halo CME will smack into our geomagnetic field early 
sunday (maybe even late saturday, US/VE time), to push the already 
disturbed field into MINOR STORM levels. This will strongly effect 
40M and 80M, with a lesser effect on 20M, especially at QRP levels.

> OBSERVED Q6 NOV 141 <------- fairly high for 15M openings 
and even 10M (daytime)

Thus, expect active conditions SAT, and MINOR storm levels on sunday. 
If the arriving shock wave is more energetic than expected, it could 
produce brief periods of MAJOR storming on SUN.
